To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Wigton  Rural  District  Council: 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1968.  This  report  contains  the  usual 
statistics  of  births,  deaths  and  infectious  diseases,  which  are 
presented  year  by  year.  They  contain  a  wealth  of  interesting  and 
important  information,  but  I  find  it  difficult  to  pick  out  and 
comment  on  a  few  items,  as  everyone  who  studies  these  charts  may 
well  find  quite  different  aspects  of  interest.  It  is  always 
necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  we  are  dealing  with  relatively 
small  numbers,  so  conclusions  may  easily  be  misleading.  Our 
stillbirth  rate  appears  extraordinarily  good,  but  this  is  based 
on  five  stillbirths  this  year:  last  year  there  were  nine,  giving 
an  apparently  poor  figure.  There  is  a  big  element  of  chance  in 
such  small  groups  of  figures. 

There  were  five  infant  deaths  last  year  and  five  again  this 
year.  This  gives  slightly  poorer  1  rates1  this  year  as  the  total 
number  of  births  was  lower.  The  five  deaths  were  all  babies  who 
were  born  with  a  very  poor  chance  of  thriving,  whereas  last  year 
at  least  two  of  the  deaths  were  healthy  thriving  infants  of  over 
six  months  who  then  died  of  chest  infection  and  suffocation. 

This  yearfs  problem  lies  in  the  pregnancy  and  time  of  birth,  and 
is  completely  different  from  illness  striking  the  child  at  home 
later. 

The  table  regarding  infectious  diseases  shows  a  few  cases  of 
scarlet  fever.  These  were  all  very  mild  and  might  well  have  been 
called  usore  throat  with  rash”;  the  old  severe  type  of  scarlet 
fever  was  a  much  more  definite  and  serious  disease.  There  were 
only  four  cases  of  whooping  cough,  which  is  very  satisfactory. 
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Autumn  1968  showed  the  start  of  a  measles  epidemic,  parti¬ 
cularly  in  the  under  five  age  group.  This  continued  for  many 
months.  Unfortunately  the  campaign  for  measles  vaccination  was 
too  late  to  prevent  this,  as  supplies  of  approved  vaccine  were  in 
very  short  supply,  and  only  available  to  the  early  school  group 
in  the  summer.  The  epidemic  was  well  under  way  before  any  supplies 
were  available  for  younger  children.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
the  last  epidemic  year  for  this  disease. 

There  was  a  very  widespread  epidemic  of  mild  gas tro- enteritis , 
particularly  in  Aspatria  area.  Many  samples  of  faeces  were  sent  to 
the  laboratory,  but  very  few  showed  any  organism.  The  few  showing 
B.  Sonnei  were  notified,  and  one  family  also  unfortunately  showed 
a  Salmonella  organism.  This  proved  very  persistent,  and  owing  to 
the  family  business  including  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  caused 
very  serious  difficulty  to  the  family,  and  expense  to  the  Council 
in  compensation  for  exclusion  from  work. 

This  will  be  my  last  report  as  Madical  Officer  to  the  VJigton 
Rural  District  Council,  owing  to  the  re-organisation  of  the  appoints 
ments  in  the  area.  I  have  enjoyed  my  work  here,  and  would  like  to 
thank  the  Council  for  their  interest  in  public  health  matters,  and 
for  the  opportunities  they  have  given  me  to  put  forward  the  medical 
needs  in  the  area  regarding  housing. 

I  would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  kindness  and  co-operation.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  Mr.  Blackburn  and  the  staff  who  are  so  whole¬ 
hearted  in  their  work  in  the  department.

There  were  5  infant  deaths  in  1968  as  in  1967 . 

All  these  deaths  were  babies  who  never  gained  a  firm  hold 
on  life.  Three  were  premature  babies.  Birth  weights  are  not 
recorded,  but  the  twins  were  so  early  that  there  was  no  reason¬ 
able  hope  that  independent  life  could  be  established.  In  the 
other  premature  baby  brain  damage  occurred,  which  can  bo  easily 
happen  at  birth  in  the  very  delicate  tissues  of  the  immature 
baby. 


Chest  infections  occurred  in  the  other  two  babies .  One  of 
these  babies  had  difficulty  in  establishing  respiration  at  birth: 
our  records  do  not  give  further  details  as  to  whether  prematurity, 
difficult  labour  or  any  other  abnormality  existed;  this  is  one  of 
the  serious  problems  confronting  the  obstetricians.  The  baby  was 
born  in  hospital  where  the  staff  and  facilities  for  giving  the 
best  possible  care  are  available. 

All  stillbirths  and  deaths'  in  the  first  week  of  life  are 
studied  carefully  by  the  East  and  West  Cumberland  Maternity 
Liaison  Committees. 

The  baby  who  died  at  three  weeks  old  had  the  handicap  of 
an  abnormal  heart. 
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In  eight  out  of  the  past  ten  years  there  have  been  more 
female  deaths  than  male:  in  1963  the  numbers  were  163  compared 
with  137.  The  relative  numbers  vary  considerably  from  year  to 
year,  but  a  difference  of  26  is  the  largest  recorded  in  the  past 
ten  years .  This  difference  is  closely  linked  with  the  longer 
age  span  of  women:  there  were  27  more  female  than  male  deaths 
in  the  75+  age  group. 

This  year  the  Registrar  General  has  sub-divided  the  causes 
of  death,  so  that  35  categories  appear  on  our  list  instead  of 
approximately  25.  This  gives  more  detail  about  certain  causes, 
and  has  reduced  the  number  of  deaths  classified  as  "ill-defined 
conditions" . 

Cancer  has  again  claimed  a  large  number  of  victims,  23  men 
and  27  women*  In  1967  there  were  11  cancers  of  the  lung,  all 
male,  but  this  year  there  were  three  of  each  sex.  Cancers  of 
breast  and  uterus  caused  nine  female  deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  are  still  the 
commonest  cause  of  death.  The  heart  itself  and  the  blood 
vessels  of  the  brain  wear  out  gradually  as  the  body  ages,  and 
their  failure  is  eventually  the  cause  of  death  if  no  otner 
definite  disease  (such  as  cancer)  takes  control. 

There  is  still  a  distressing  loss  of  life  due  to  accidents 
and  suicide.  These  together  accounted  for  four  male  and  eight 
female  deaths.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  contribution  to  the  Health 
Report  for  the  year  1966. 

Two  aspects  of  the  work  undertaken  are  very  demanding  from  the 
point  of  view  of  time,  namely  meat  inspection  and  work  to  do  with 
improvement  grant  submissions  and  subsequent  visiting  as  the  work 
proceeds  . 

'Then  a  public  health  inspector  is  on  meat  inspection  duties  his 
availability  for  other  work  is  limited,  not  only  in  respect  of  the 
actual  meat  inspection  carried  out  but  also  because  of  the  demands  of 
the  abattoir  at  different  times  of  the  day,  six  days  a  week. 

Wigton  is  the  only  rural  district  in  the  county  with  a  public 
abattoir. 

The  year  under  review  was  a  good  one  for  house  building.  One 
hundred  and  thirteen  new  houses  were  built  for  the  Council  and  46  were 
built  in  the  private  sector.  Both  figures  are  comparatively  good  in 
relation  to  previous  years,  and  we  come  second  amongst  the  rural  districts 
in  the  county  in  the  public  sector.  One  hundred  and  sixty  one  families 
were  rehoused. 

Six  houses  were  allocated  for  Tkey!  workers,  indicative  of  the 
Council’s  concern  to  attract  new  industries  to  the  area.  Five  of  the 
houses  were  for  the  benefit  of  factory  development  on  the  Silloth 
airfield  industrial  estate. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  nine  applications  for  Council  houses  were 
received,  one  of  the  highest  figures  in  recent  years.  Work  in  connection 
with  house  letting  constitutes  a  considerable  inroad  on  the  availability 
of  time  for  public  health  work. 

Appreciation  is  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the  health  department  for 
loyal  support  throughout  the  year,  and  to  members  of  other  departments 
for  willing  co-operation.

Methylene  Blue  failures,  which  are  concerned  with  the  cleanliness 
and  keeping  qualities  of  milk  occurred  mostly  during  spells  of  hot 
weather.  A  need  for  refrigerated  storage  facilities  is  indicated 
and  one  distributor  was  requested  to  meet  this  need  at  his  retail  shop 
premises  in  view  of  his  share  of  the  failures  recorded.  A  refrigerated 
counter  is  the  outcome. 

A  factor  concerning  Methylene  Blue  failures  among  the  samples 
taken  of  pasteurised  milk  may  be  the  delay  in  delivery  of  the  milk  from 
the  big  dairies  to  the  local  distributors.

Brucellosis  was  isolated  in  one  case  as  a  result  of  routine 
sampling. 

An  Order  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  (General) 

Regulations >  1959  was  imposed  on  the  producer  requiring  heat  treatment 
of  the  milk  from  his  herd  until  it  could  be  regarded  as  free  from 
infection. 

Three  and  a  half  weeks  later  the  restriction  was  lifted.  Individual 
samples  had  been  taken  from  127  cows  at  the  farm  in  question  and  two  cows 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus.  The  offending  animals 
were  disposed  of  and  further  samples  taken  at  the  farm  proved  negative.

Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  the  Aughertree 
and  Townthwaite  sources.  At  Aughertree,  only  two  prone rties  are 
involved  and  it  is  still  hoped  to  connect  these  to  a  satisfactory 
supply  in  the  near  future.  The  Townthwaite  source  supplies  a  larger 
number  of  dwellings  and  is  still  awaiting  chlorination. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  were  from 
areas  where  no  public  supply  is  available.

Chemical  Samples 

No  chemical  samples  vie  re  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
Six  were  taken  by  the  West  Cumberland  Water  Board,  five  of  them 
routine  samples  from  the  To”  nthuaite ,  Haygill,  Chapel  House,  Augher- 
tree  and  Longlands  sources  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

The  sixth  sample  was  taken  as  a  result  of  a  complaint  from  a 
consumer  concerning  the  corrosion  of  aluminium  vessels.  The  sample 
showed  the  water  to  be  slightly  acid. 

This  acid  water  probably  reacted  with  new  copper  piping  in  the 
house,  causing  copper  to  be  deposited  on  the  vessels,  thus  setting 
up  electrolytic  action  between  the  metals  and  resulting  in  the 
corrosion  of  the  vessels. 

The  lime  content  of  the  water  was  increased  and.  the  complainant 

.u 

advised  to  discontinue  the  use  of  aluminium  vessels.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 ,  the  usual 
control  and  treatment  of  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  one  workman  devoting  approximately  one-third,  of  his  time 
to  this  service* 

Refuse  tips  and  sewerage  works  have  been  surveyed  regularly, 
immediate  treatment  being  carried  out  where  necessary. 

The  sewers  in  four  places  were  test-baited  and  minor  infestations 
were  indicated  at  two.  Immediate  follow-up  treatments  were  carried  out 
with  satisfactory  results. 

Domestic  premises  were  treated  free  on  request.  Four  treatments 
carried  out  at  business  premises  brought  in  an  income  of  £l6.8s.2d.
